I  can  easier  tell  twenty  what  is  good  to  be 
done,  than  be  one  of  the  twenty  to  follow  my  own 
advice. — Shakespeare. 
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It  is  so  easy  to  set  upon  certain  conditions  as  being  what 
they  should  not  be.  and  I  know  of  no  evil  under  the  sun  so 
great  as  that  of  allowing  such  conditions  to  exist  without 
honest  efforts  to  better  them. 

As  our  worthy  friend.  Sir  Roger,  has  said,  it  is  the  men 
of  fine  parts  that  deserve  to  be  hanged.  I  cannot  understand 
how  anyone  who  is  capable  of  good  reasoning  should  be 
willing  to  receive  from  an  institution  such  valuable  knowledge 
as  will,  in  the  near  future,  prove  the  cornerstone  of  his  life's 
enterprise,  and  yet  be  wholly  ungrateful.

There  is  no  problem  presented  to  man  of  greater  impor- 
tance than  the  question  of  the  cause  of  that  change  in  which., 
from  developmental  progression  we  go  to  decadent  progres- 
sion, attaining  old  age  and  death. 

The  living  cell  is  provided  with  faculties  of  repair,  and 
should  go  on  indefinitely  in  the  performance  of  its  functions. 
The  idea  of  wear  is  untenable,  and  the  establishment  of  dis- 
ease should  be  impossible.  There  remain  but  two  possible 
causes  of  impairment  of  cell  activity:  first,  failure  of  nutrient 
supply,  or,  second,  poisoning,  through  the  introduction  into 
the  living  cell  material  of  .some  inhibiting  substance. 

Leaving  argument  of  these  somewhat  arbitrary  statements 
for  another  time,  we  may  proceed  to  seek  the  cause  for  the 
admitted  fact.  For  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  human  being 
develops  progressively  up  to  middle  age,  enters  a  shorter  or 
longer  period  of  quiescence,  and  then  begins  the  progression 
of  decadence  which  leads  to  death. 

If  we  recognize  that  life  is  a  continuous  chemical  process, 
we  should  establish  an  axiom  from  which  a  partial  conclusion 
may  be  adducted.  We  know  that  all  continuous  chemical 
processes  tend  to  suspension  through  the  introduction  into 
the  mixture  of  poisonous  material  along  with  the  material 
necessary  to  the  continuance  of  the  process;  the  process  ter- 
minating when  sufficient  poisonous  material  has  accumulated 
in  the  mixture. 

Water  is  taken  into  the  body  for  three  purposes : 

"First — For  use  as  a  diluent,  or  solvent,  or  vehicle : 

Second — As  an  important  material  in  the  intricate  chem- 
ical reactions  :  and. 

Third— As  a  medium  to  convey  to  the  exterior,  by  way  of 
the  skin,  kidneys  and  lungs,  effete  material,  products  of  tissue 
change,  et  cetera. 

The  infant  or  child  insistently  obtains  water  in  sufficient 
quantity,  and  the  sense  of  thirst  is  keen,  but  the  individual 
is  early  taught  to  defer  the  calls  for  water,  as  all  other  calls 
of  nature,  to  a  convenient  time.    The  sense  of  thirst  is  therebv 
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dulled,  and  it  is  no  uncommon  thing  to  find  an  adult  who  is 
devoid  of  the  sense  of  thirst,  and  who  will  invariably  display 
distinctive  symptoms  of  one  or  more  of  the  several  maladies 
which  are  certainly  traceable  to  too  little  water  in  the  mix- 
ture in  which  the  continuous  chemical  processes  of  life  are 
progressing.  We  have,  then,  defection  of  cell  nutrition,  and 
also  poisoning  of  the  mixture  through  retention  not  only  of 
effete  material  of  tissue  change,  but  also  of  poisonous  sub- 
stances, such  as  arsenic,  lime  and  magnesia,  which,  had  the 
supply  of  water  been  sufficient,  would  have  served  to  elim- 
inate the  poisonous  substances. 

In  the  experiments  which  were  made  to  determine  the 
needed  quantity  of  water,  it  was  found  that  six  per  cent  of 
the  bodily  weight  is  required  for  each  twenty-four  hours  for 
the  mentally  or  physically  active  individual,  the  amount  vary- 
ing with  the  degree  of  activity.  Observation  revealed  the 
fact  that  all  persons  found  in  very  good  health  were  in  the 
habit  of  taking  water  in  the  designated  quantity,  and  that  of 
the  individuals  observed  who  did  not  take  the  designated  quan- 
tity of  water,  one  or  more  of  the  diseases  due  to  too  little  water 
were  easily  discernible.  These  ailments  lead  inevitably  to 
the  ultimate  establishment  of  the  condition  of  old  age,  which 
thus  displays  a  series  of  intractable  maladies  which,  directly 
by  sufficient  development,  or  indirectly  through  impairment 
or  suspension  of  the  natural  means  of  resistance  to  infection, 
lead  to  death. 

The  importance  of  taking  six  pounds  (or  pints)  of  water 
for  each  100  pounds  of  bodily  weight,  for  the  active  individual 
in  each  twenty-four  hours  becomes,  therefore,  immediately 
apparent. 

It  is  important  to  add  that  the  quality  of  the  water  vised 
is  also  a  most  necessary  consideration.  Not  only  must  we 
avoid  water  contaminated  with  sewage,  and  capable  of  infect- 
ing the  user  with  typhoid  fever,  but  water  containing  large 
quantities  of  lime,  or  even  of  organic  material.  Lime  and  mag- 
nesia form  insoluble  compounds  with  the  fatty  acids  of  the 
body,  and  deter  cellular  activity.  The  danger  of  hard  water 
and  the  superiority  of  soft  water  are  indicated  in  the  ceme- 
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teries  of  the  country,  where  it  will  be  seen  that  in  regions 
where  the  granite  formation  obtains,  large  numbers  of  adults 
attain  100  or  more  years  of  life,  and  in  regions  where  lime- 
stone saturates  the  water,  the  maximum  of  adult  life  rarely 
exceeds  60  or  70  years.  So  marked  is  this  feature  that  the 
lime  content  of  the  water  of  any  region  can  be  predicted  by 
tabulating  the  ages  of  death  of  adults  from  the  tombstones. 
Where  no  lime  is  present  the  maximum  is  100  to  105  years. 
For  each  2  grains  of  lime  in  the  gallon  the  maximum  age  is 
reduced  to  5  years,  until  in  regions  where  the  water  contains 
upward  of  30  grains  of  lime  in  the  gallon  it  will  be  found  that 
very  little  water  is  drank  except  in  tea  or  coffee,  where  the 
boiling  precipitates  most  of  their  lime.  Here  the  diseases  due 
to  too  little  water  are  prevalent.  Sixty-five  years  is  an  excep- 
tional figure  of  maximum  longevity,  and  senile  gangrene,  due 
to  arterial  ossification,  is  common.  These  are  a  few  of  the 
reasons  which  should  impel  us  to  insist  upon  water  of  great 
purity  for  potable  purposes.    There  are  many  others. 

Metchinikoff  has  shown  that  old  age  is  due  to  auto-intoxi- 
cation, and  to  (as  he  concludes)  degeneration  of  the  phaga- 
cytes,  whereby  these  corpuscles  begin  to  consume  the  coloring 
matter  of  the  hair,  and  end  by  establishing  the  hardening  of 
the  brain  tissue  of  sensibility.  I  contend  that  both  conditions 
are  preventable  by  the  use  of  sufficient  good  water  throughout 
the  life  period,  and  especially  in  the  period  of  youth. 

This  leads  us  to  the  consideration  of  the  various  aqueous 
beverages,  tea,  coffee,  carbonated  beverages,  and  the  influence 
upon  life  of  flavors  and  colors,  as  indicated  by  the  remarkable 
work  of  Paulon  and  his  brilliant  associates.  In  this  article 
we  have  briefly  discussed  a  few  of  the  important  matters  upon 
which  life — especially  the  valuable  adult  life — depends.  He 
who  would  realize  his  ambitions  may  well  consider  the  wealth 
of  knowledge  developed  in  recent  years  in  this  field  and  learn 
to  live  through  all  the  time  that  is  thus  made  possible.  No 
subject  is  of  greater  interest  or  importance.

Since  the  middle  of  last  term  The  Forum  has  been  prac- 
tically a  dead  organization.  That  the  Berkeley  High  School, 
at  any  time,  should  have  to  admit  that  it  was  not  capable  of 
supporting  a  debating  society,  however  small,  is  much  to  be 
lamented.  That  the  students  of  the  school  have  not  taken
